I was a nonbeliever until 1987 when the U of MD club did a 3A QRP Batt op 
that did 1200 QSOs. 80 at night was amazing - 150/hr. 


On Mon, 24 Jun 2002, Larry Cahoon wrote: 


> After pestering the local club about scoring advantage of running QRP

Battery for a year or more Tuesday evening prior to FD the club's main SSB 
operator after saying there was no way he would go QRP challenged me. I 
jumped at the chance. Last year I ran the same setup as this year, but we 
all used my call. I looked at the scoring afterwards and it was clear I 
had amassed more points as a QRP battery station than had the entire club 
as a QRO station - even when they counted my QSOs in the total. 


I signed 2A for the event, but never ran more than one transmitter. Seems 
no one else ran CW. It turned out the be the biggest club showing for a 
number of years. The other fellows put four stations on the air. Three 
ran SSB and one ran digital. They use two vertical and two G5RVs. I used 
two doublets fed with ladder line. They variously signed 3A and 5A. We 
don't treat FD seriously as a contest most of the time. It is a time to go 
out have fun and eat. 


But I am waiting for them to total their scores to show them that I beat 
them hands down. They spend too much time away from the rigs. If I ever 
see their logs I'll report on the results. 


My station was the K2 (#665). If you worked WD3P you worked me. If you 
worked W3SMR you helped the competition. I ran a 44 ft and a 66 ft ant fed 
with ladder line. My biggest error was letting the ladder line lay on the 
ground. The LDG tunner didn't like it either with the 4:1 or the 1:1 
balun. But I wasn't smart enough to get them off the ground. As a result 
the K2 just refused to put out more than about a watt on 80 meter. It 
tuned up just fine at home afterward into the dummy load. So it was not 
the rig that was the problem. 


Take this year was down about 15-20% percent from last year with 237 valid 
QSO. Most of the loss was caused by not being able to effectively use 80 
meters. Here in the east 40 meters was the band of choice where I racked 
up 168 QSO. That was helped along by an hour long run of about 60 QSOs 
Saturday afternoon. I sat on 7.004 for at least an hour before I got 
chased off the frequency. Never let it be said that running QRP (I was 
running 2-3 watts) you can't hold a frequency. I picked up WQ4RP and N3EPA 
during that time. I had some trouble working on 20 meters as the other 
four nearby stations seemed to congregate there. The digital station 
operator said that was about the only band he could find any activity on. 


The power supply was two 5 AH gel cells charging from two 5 Watt solar 
panels. They were charged by solar power prior to the contest. So except 
for three QSOs when I was searching for reasons for the low power on 80 
meters late Saturday night I was totally solar. The test battery for those 
three QSOs was not solar charged. The batteries held up real well. Sunday 
morning they read about 12.1 volts. Also drawing current was the LDG tuner 
- I was not using the one with the latching relays - that one seemed to 
have more trouble matching the antennas than did the older model. 


> I had fun - camped out for the night - my youngest insisted on coming along 
> and camping as well - she is only 12. WX was perfect Saturday - got up to 
> 90 Sunday. But it was bright and sunny both days without a hint of rain or 
> thunderstorms. I've already planed for how I'm going to keep the ladder 

> line off the ground next year.

Dan - I was wondering why you wanted to increase the center frequendy of the 
Radio Shack DSP as I find it too high at 700 Hz. I like to listen at 500 Hz 
or so. There was a lot of talk about changing the clock frequency of the RS 
DSP when it first came out, but nobody did it successfully that I know of. 
At $20 or less at hamfests it is a good buy, if only for the excellent audio 
amplifier and speaker. It is a passable CW filter and a good, but not 
excellent SSB filter. 


I have a collection of audio filters and there are several that can meet 
your needs. 


The original W9GR DSP from QST in the early 90s has a 1000 Hz center 
frequency, 200 Hz wide filter. It would be ideal for your purpose. They are 
an excellent filter. If you can find one, they usually go for less than $50, 
I got mine for $35, but they are not all that common at hamfests. The 
interface to the filter is not intuitively obvious, but if you need a copy 
of the owners manual let me know. 


The DSP-59 and DSP-59+ from Timewave are DSPs that have variable center 
frequencies and bandwidths. 1000 Hz is covered. I bought my DSP-59+ for 


$125, and I have seen the DSP-59 go for $75 at a local hamfest. These are 
both excellent filters, but may be overkill for your purposes. 


For most CW work the DSPs have little advantage over good analog filters. 


Consider the DaTong FL-2 and FL-3. These have adjustable center frequencies 
and bandwidths. They are excellent filters with little perceptable ringing 
even at the nbarrowest bandwidths. The FL-3 has an automatic notch filter, 
while the FL-2 is missing this feature. I believe that the Heathkit HD-1418 
is a kit version of the FL-2. I bought my FL-3 for $35, they should be 
available for $50 or less. 


The Bencher CWX-2 is also a very good analog filter. It has a CW position 
with variable center frequency. I like this filter a lot for its simplicity 
and good performance. I purchased mine on e-bay for $45 plus postage.

Warning. The story you are about to read is true. But neither the 
transmitters nor the tower were QRP. The callsigns have been changed--to 
protect the innocent. 


We've been 2A out at the Lock and Dam for years, sort of in a rut, so we 
decided to go to the Big Tower this year and try being 9E for kicks. Pure 
chaos. We were like a pack of cats in a toesack. Antennas on top of 
antennas and rigs on rigs. I had to take out a restraining order on the 
RTTY guy so I could get on 20 ... 


Pretty fun though. We managed over 700 Qs on the CW station, and that's 
after an extremely slow start from being banished to the QRN ghettos of 80 


and 40, even before sunset, due to cross-station interference. 


Did I ever tell ya'll about The Big Tower? We call it the BAT, for Big 


something Tower. Anyway, a year or so ago, me and a bunch of guys got 
together and bought this AT&T microwave tower. They're selling off a bunch 
of them, as was detailed in an ARRL report. It's really cool--112 feet 
tall and free standing. Has a 600 square foot building, an acre of land on 
a high point, and a 600 square foot platform on top of the tower. To geta 
look at it, go to my page http://www.cox-internet.com/wa5bdu/bigtower.htm, 
skip over all the boring prose and check out the photo.

Hi all, 

K4JSI operated Class 1B from the back yard of our home in Silver Spring, 
MD. 

I left the office early on Friday to get the antenna up. It was my trusty 
old "utility dipole", which uses insulators and jumpers to set it up for 
either 80, 40, 20 or 15 meters. We, self, wife and a Sister of the Order of 
Notre Dame de Namur used potential energy stored in two rubber bands (yep, a 
slingshot) to loft the lines over a 50 foot high limb in the big oak tree on 
the property behind ours and over the roof of our house. Because the 
distance wasn't the requisite 135 feet, 33 feet at one end hung vertically. 

The rig was a Ten Tec Century 21, set to 5 watts with the assistance of 
a MFJ 971 antenna tuner. Current drain on receive was ©.5 Amperes and about 
2.4 Amperes on transmit at that power level. The only battery on hand 
capable of running those levels for anywhere near 24 hours is in my car, so I 
used that. 

I'd done something similar with the Century 21 a few years ago, so I 
have a cable made up with the required, and I do mean required, instantaneous 
trip Airpax circuit breaker. The car battery seems unfazed by this treatment 
although I did start the car and run it for a bit on Sunday morning - long 
enough for the coolant temperature to rise to its normal running temperature. 

I ended up with 232 QSOs on CW, consisting of 68 on 80M; 80 on 40M; 29 
on 20M (the band intimidates me) and 55 on 15M. Lighting was a candle anda 
mini-mag flashlight held in my mouth when setting the antenna tuner. So I'm 
eligible for the 100% emergency power bonus. 

Noteworthy propagation was the extremely short skip on 15M at the 
beginning of Field Day and the transformation of 80M late Saturday evening. 
One minute the band was noisy and skip was short. The next minute 80M grew 
quiet and I started hearing (and working) stations from the Midwest and 
Southwest. 

I must have a masochistic streak because this was the second year ina 
row that I used a rig with a direct conversion receiver, having used a HW-8 


in FD 2001. Frequencies around 7035 and 14035 were particularly brutal on 
the ears.

Ah yes! The year I was licensed: 1946! I slept with that 46 Handbook for 
months before taking the Class B exam. 


Steve and others, while what the "book" says is still true, the current 
scheme for all that is to just use whatever balanced line length it takes 
to get from the tuner to the antenna and then use a 1:1 current (choke) 
balun to transition to coax and then go to a T-network tuner. I do this 
with three different antennas presently, plus two others I have used in the 
past, and every band tunes/tuned like a charm. 


The "old days" of balanced feeders and worrying about critical lengths to 
allow/require series or parallel tuning are fortunately just that: the "old 
days." 


Today's modern T-network tuners will tune a wider impedance range with less 
loss and less cost than almost any of the old generation of balanced 
tuners. I can tune antennas readily with my MFJ 989C T-network tuners that 
defy being tuned with either a Drake pi-network tuner or with the famous 
Johnson KW Matchbox. 


There are good reasons, listed here, while there are virtually no balanced 
tuners being manufactured today. They are no longer necessary. We have 
excellent 1:1 current baluns - a concept unheard of in 1946 - and sturdy 
tuners with a minimum of components to cause loss. In short, there is no 
longer any need to sweat line lengths. Let the tuner absorb all the labor 
of producing a match with the setting of a couple or three knobs. 


Now, as with any positive statement, there are exceptions! There will be 
the odd situation in which the antenna driving-point impedance, combined 


with the line Zo and length and the frequency will cause an unfortunate 
line input impedance to be developed for the tuner to cope with. If it will 
not, the cheap and dirty fix is to add or subtract a foot or so from the 
line and then tune things up. 


Some folks so abhor tuners that they rely upon switch-selecting critical 
feedline lengths for each band. More power to them - the antenna system 
could care less how r-f power is delivered to it as long as most of it 
stays in the EM spectrum and out of the infra-red! 


One other comment while I am pulpit-thumping tonight: what you said about 
the 80 meter antenna being easy to load on 80 and possibly a booger-bear 
(Texas talk, Steve!) on 40 is a really good reason why I never, ever use 
antenna lengths that are resonant in any amateur band. My wire antenna of 
choice is the Extended Double Zepp which is 1.25 wavelengths long on its 
design band and which provides a complex input impedance on all bands. The 
beauty part is that the input impedance while complex remains within 
sensible bounds and is relatively easy to tune on all bands. For example, 
my 20 meter EDZ's tune from 80 through 10 and radiate well on all bands, 
losing the dipole-like radiation pattern only on 10 meters where a 
four-lobed pattern is produced, each lobe of which exhibits more gain than 
either of the two main lobes of a 10-meter resonant dipole. 


Thanks for reminding me of that old maroon-colored 46 Handbook! And am I 
glad that we are not still doing things the way we did back then

This was my first semi-serious go at FD since my first time out 
with the local club, 25 years ago (where xDOES* the time go??? :-). 
Plan was to fire up as a 1E from home with the FT-817. Computer 
logging courtesy of a laptop running QRPDUPE, and manual keying 
courtesy of my trusty LTA sideswiper. Some would say I'ma bit 
tetched to contest with a hand key (and others would just say I'm 
tetched :-), but for a 25th aniversary of one's first FD, you just have 
to do it up right. :-) 


Ran the FT-817 off a deep-cycle trolling battery. More than 
sufficient capacity at 115AH. :-) Started at 12.4V indicated on the 
FT-817, and 24 hours later, it was at 12.3V. :-) Rest of the station 
was the usual set-up (WM-2 wattmeter, Johnson Matchbox, feeding 
the HF-2V out in the back yard). 


The original plan was to operate CW some, at least until the 
QSO rate fell off, or CW fatigue set in, then switch over to phone 
for awhile. Well, as it turned out, I was making pretty good headway 
on CW, and never did switch over to phone. :-) Band selection was 
going to be 20m at the start, until it dropped out, which has been 
about 1:00AM these days, then down to 40m until shortly after 
sunrise, then back to 20 until the end. Mostly stuck to that plan, 
but made a couple brief forrays, one to 80m, and one to 15m, which 
worked out well enough. The goal I'd set for myself was 300 QSOs. 


Got off to a bit of a slow start, but after about an hour in I was 
getting into the swing of things. Took a break at about 23:30 to get 
some pizza (what is FD w/o pizza? :-). Ate supper and got back 
to operating. Had the windows open, so I could get a measure 
of fresh air (of the humid variety) and a few bugs to have a bit of 
the flavour of operating from a tent out in the boonies someplace. :-) 


I was worried that I'd bonk in the wee hours, so I imbibed of 
fine tea by the quart. Does a good job of keeping you from welding 
your butt to the chair, too... :-) Must have been a good idea, as 
my best rates were from about 0900-12002. :-) 


24 hours, 4 quarts of tea, about 1/3 a large pizza, and half a 
package of shortbread cookies and some celery sticks later, it was 
all over but the sleeping, and I promptly crashed. I xstill* hurt. But

In the end, here's how the effort stacked up. Operated from 
1800Z to 1800Z, with about two hours lost over the course of the 
contest to breaks.

Never heard HI, ID, or DE (suprise there, eh? :-), 
and heard only one each from AK and MT, both of which working 
S&P as I was, and neither with any great signal strength. 


The excursion down to 80m was something of a whim, as my 
local noise level is pretty high, and summer static makes that even 
worse. Heard a fair bit of activity though, and worked 10 stations in 
about 45 minutes, including xtwox in CA! :-) That was very cool! 
I made the jump to 15 on Sunday morning, mostly because 40m 
was not producing at the time, and 99% of what I heard on 20m 
was guys I'd worked there already. 15 was not real open at the 
time, but I did get some action. Must have been a touch of Es going 
on, as I was getting in nicely into IL/IN, but could xnot* raise the guys 
I heard in OH. But for the most part, 15 was long and going longer, 
so I only stayed an hour there before heading back to 20 to finish 
out looking for fresh meat. :-) 


I'd heard W1AW show up several times over the course of 
the contest, and a large pile usualy ensued. With about 20 minutes 
left before the final bell, I found them again, and figured what the 
heck, let's work them or bust. Using the pileup working skills learned 
in the Foxhunts, I went at them with my bag of tricks, and in a few 
minutes, I worked them! :-) 


Now, I always thought AGOT was a pretty good CW call. After 
FD, I'm not quite so convinced... :-) Popular replies to my call were 
WGOT (including W1AW, BTW... :-), KGOT, AG9T, AG1T, AG8M, 
ABOT, AGIN, AGON, and several other permutations. A couple guys 
could xnotx be convinced of my correct call, even sent slowly and 
as perfectly as possible. Had little choice but to throw those out. 


Then, there was the bunch in WPA that was on 20m Sunday 
morning. They had their keyer turned up to 11, and were attempting 
to conduct business at about 50-60 wpm. I listened for about 15 min., 
and never could decypher their call. It was W3 something, I think. 
In that time, they had all of xtwox guys work them. They did QRS the 
exchange, and I could copy that OK. I don't know how the two that 
worked them figured the call out. Wonder how many more they could 
have worked if they sent at a halfways sane speed... 


At any rate, it was a blast! Worked some familiar calls from the 
list, and was recognised and greeted by name by a couple guys. One 
was from WI, I think, Saturday night, but I didn't recognise the call they 
were operating under. Anyway, you made my evening! :-)

Emergency power plus home antennas. 


I ran the FT-817 at 5W and had two short hours of radio sandwiched in between a 
weekend full of tasks. An hour-15 on Saturday plus about 45-mins on Sunday, 
worked 55 Q's in 30-sections. All SSB. Best DX was VE1 on 15m, and I managed 
to work two KH6's on 10m. 


The score (hardly worth a mention): 55 SSB Q's at 1 pt. 
and 55 x 5 (power mult) = 275 + 100 bonus points for emergency power = 375 
total. 


If you don't have an emergency power supply, you might consider one of the 12V 
battery boxes (with built in jumper cables and a couple of 
cigarette-lighter-jacks). We've had this one for a year in the closet, just 
awaiting the next Southern California earthquake. It still had a healthy 
charge, and after two hours of operating, it still had over 50%! I believe I 
bought it at Costco/Price Club in the $50-$60/range 


As for the contest -- all bands from 40-to-6M. QRN seemed bad, expecially 
Sunday when there were fewer field day operations still on the air.

Use 
laptops; they won't crash if the generator does (the battery acts as a 
built-in UPS), they're not fussy about power fluctuations, and they're 
easier to carry. Laptops don't use enough power to make much of a dent 
in the power budget of a typical non-QRP Field Day station, so that's 
not an issue. 


If you're doing a completely battery-powered operation in a remote 
location, it's tougher. You'd have to carry along a LOT of batteries to 
power even a laptop for 24 hours; desktop systems are right out. For 


example, the batteries in my Dell are good for a bit over 3 hours each; 
I'd need 8 of them to get through Field Day, and they cost about $100 
each. (Doing the math shows that the computer uses about 1.5 amps at 11 
volts.) A less expensive alternative would be to rig up something with a 
large gel-cell, but the battery for the computer would be larger than 
the battery for the radio. By the way, if you're choosing a computer 
specifically for field logging use, one of the new systems using a 
Transmeta Crusoe processor might be a good bet. 


A contest logging program for the Palm would also be a possible winner 

if you used an external keyboard. You'd want a Palm or similar computer 
with a good backlit display, because the lighting at Field Day stations 

is usually poor; the backlit color ones are best, but you would need a 
charger for those, because they ones I'm familiar with use internal 

LiIon batteries. And you need to be able to connect the charger and the 
keyboard at the same time, something that you can't do with my Visor Prism. 


By the way, I've heard that the ruling is that computers must be powered 
using emergency power if they are used to control the radio, but not if 
they are only used for logging. So if you're in a location where 
commercial power is available, and being less than perfectly pure 
doesn't bother you, you don't have to power the computers (or the 
station lights, for that matter) from batteries or a generator. But I do 
not speak for the ARRL; I may have heard this wrong, or they may have 
changed their minds about it.

Capitalization never matters in the site name part of a URL (in your 
example, "“www.njqrp.org"; the Internet RFCs say so. Capitalization is 
permitted to be significant in the rest of the URL, but is not required 
to be significant. Whether it is significant depends on the type of 
server the web site lives on; Unix and Macintosh servers pay attention, 
but Windows servers do not. This occasionally causes problems when web 
content is moved from one type of server to another; you can break a 
site by moving from Unix to Windows if it has URLs that differ only in 
capitalization, or by moving from Windows to Unix if pages contain links 
that don't match the capitalization of the file names.
